Cholera Now Raging Throughout Asia 
Minor. 


RESISTANCE TO SANITARY RULES PUT 
DOWN BY FORCE. 


Inmates of a Lazaretta Rebel—Eight of 
Them Killed and Thirty-Four Wounded 
—Edward Parker Deacon Will Fush His 
Divorce Suit—General Foreign News— 
Brief Mention. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 11.—The cholera is 
raging in Asia Minor, having been brought 
there by travelers from Persia. At Trebi- 
gonde the capital of the vilayet ofthat name, 
not less than 1,500 persons are confined in the 
Lazaretto, a rude enclosure outside the walls 
ofthe town. Many of these are suffering 
with cholera, but the greater number are 
persons detained because they have been 
exposed toinfection. These are restless un- 
der detention, and yesterday they made an 
effect to break through the cordon estab- 
lished around the Lazaretto to gain their 
freedom. The Turkish troops were sum- 
moned to prevent the escape. A large force 
of military were hurried tothe scene, and the 
mob was ordered toreturn tothe Lazaretio. 
The mob refused, whereupon the troops were 
directed tofire. The soldiers sent a volley 
straight into the struggling mass, who were 
filling the air with cries and shouts of de- 
flance. A number of persons fell, killed and 
wounded. Thisterrified the rioters and the 
survivors returted without farther demon- 
stration to the: Lazaretto. The number of 
killed was eight, and of wounded thirty -four. 
The populace of Trebizonde are greatly ex- 
cited and they strongly resent the steps 
taken by the authorities to prevent, by sani- 
tary precaution, the spread of the disease. 

Advices from the Crimea and Caucasus 
state that the cholera is decreasing in viru- 
lence. In Northern and Central Russia, how- 
ever, the disease is increasing and tn Moscow 
two more factories have been closed owing to 
the spread of the plague. The Grand Duke 
Sergius, Governor of Moscow, has surprised 
the people by his display of energy in dealing 
with the plague, while the Grand Duchess 
Elizabeth, granddaughter of Queen Victoria, 
devotes her personal attention to the relief of 
the sufferers. Besidesthe sanitary precau- 
tions taken, prayers are offered up daily in 
the churches for the abatement of the pesti- 
lence and the monks of the various monas- 
terliesmay be seen going in procession and 
chanting hymns. The authorities are enforc- 
ing a thorough cleansing ofthe filthier dis- 
tricts of the city, much tothe disgust of the 
lower class of inhabitants, who object to be- 
ing disturbed. People who fail to obey sani- 
tary regulations are severply punished.

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DEACON’S DIVORCE SUIT. 


BFFORT MADE TO PURCHASE HIS SILENCE BY 
LIBERTY. 


Lonpown, Aug. 11.—It is stated that Edward 
Parker Deacon was offered release from 
prison on condition he would leave France 
forthwith, never to return. Mr. Deacon 
wrote to the prefect of Nice refusing to ac! 
cept the offer. The French authorities are 
much disappointed at the refusal, as their 
object has been to prevent, if possible, the 
trial of Deacon’s suit against his wife for 
divorce, and the exposure to the world of 
additional evidence going to show her guilty 
of misconduct with M. Abielle. They would 
like to expel Deacon from the 
country after his term of imprisonment. 
but as they have no ground for action, it is 
feared that it might call for remonstance on 
the part of the American Legation. There- 
fore the attempt was made toinduce Deacon 
himself to goasa condition of being liber- 
ated. The Abtelle family and their influential 
connections are busily engagedin endeavor- 
ing to prevent Deacon from having any 
further opportunity to air his grievances, 
and have, it is said, succeeded In completely 
gaining over the highest authorities of the 
republic on their side. On the other hand, 
the sympathies of the foreigners in Paris, 
Nice and elsewhere, are strongly with 
Deacon, It Is said there is a class of French- 
men ofthe same class as Abiellé, who are 
continually annoying the wives and 
daughters of foreigners, to whom 
they contrive to obtain an in- 
troduction, and that the Deacon case 
bas been a salutary lesson for this class of 
people. It is claimed by Deacon’s friends 
that one principal reason wy so much se- 
verity is shown towar . , - is that men 
lixe Abielle are so nu France that 
in punishing Deacon they are protecting 
themselves, by giving notice to foreigners 
that Frenchmen who insult or mislead their 
wives and daughters must not be interfered 
with, especially must not be killed. Between 
the Deacon case and the cholera, the influx 
to France is not as large as inordinary years, 
and there is more of a tendency to Switzer- 
Jand and other countries, Mr. Deacon’s suit 
for divorce will come up on Sept. 23, and 
there is every evidence that it will besbarply 
contested.

INVOLVED IN TROOBLE WITH 
FRANCE+BRIEFS, 


TRINIDAD, Aug. 11.—The government of 
President Villegas isin trouble with France 
now. News has been received here that the 
French Vice Consul at Carupano, Venezuela, 
has been seized by the Venezuelan authori- 
ties; for what reason is not stated. A French 
warship was at once ordered to Carupano to 
demandtbhe immediate release of the im- 
prisoned official. There is considerable ex- 
ritement here over this complication. It is 
thought, however, that the Venezuelan au- 
thorities will release the imprisoned consul 
and mace whatever reasonbie reparation 
which may be demanded. 

The correspondent of a Paris paper, who 
was sent to Venezuela, telegraphs trom Mar- 
tinque that he was not allowedtoland and 
was returning home. He says he found Ven- 
ezuciaina state of utter anarchy. Gen. Ur- 
Ganeta had proclaimed himself dictator of 
the Western States. 

A schooner laded with 1,000 rifles, consigned 
to Colon, was seized here yesterday, the 
Government believing. sy were destined for 
the use of the legalists in Venezuela. They 
were released to-day, as no evidence was 
produced to warruflit their seizure.

Manitoba would never have consented to 
enter into confederation.’’

THE HOMESTEAD STRIKE. 


Assertions and Denials Made by Both 


Sides. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., Aug. 11.—The settlement 
ofthe strike inthe Pittsburg district is 
viewed with varying emotions here. There 
are many who think that it may lead to the 
opening ofa conference with the firm, on 
which a settlement might be based. Others, 
however, place little confidence in this sup- 
position and declare to the men that there 
will be no conference unless they can force 
the Carnegie Steel Co. to it. That 
sentiment is the only one which 
is entertained at the steel works 
office here, for when a reporter inquired 
there the manager said: ‘‘There will be no 
further conferences so far as we are con- 
cerned. The fight is over. Our mill Its in 
operation and will continue with the men 
we hire ourselves.’’ 

The Carnegie Steel Co.is affected in two 
ways by the agreement of the Amalgamated 
Association and the manufacturers on the 
iron scale, onein their favor andone against. 
Secretary Lovejoy in speaking of the agree- 
ment said: 

**This agreement both helps and hurts us. 
Our scale is almost tdentical with the scale 
proposed by the Amalgamated Association. 
There are one ortwo slight differences as to 
the division of wages, but the cost to us Is ex- 


actly the sameasthe scale of the Amalga- | 


mated Association makesit.

the Amalgamatea Scale. They get the 
benefit of the 10 per cent reduction in 
the finishing departments, and we donot.

**On the other hand, the agreement toa 
reduction of 10 per cent in the finishing de- 
partment should help us. I think the fact 
that we pay 10 percent more in this depart- 
ment than other manfacturers should attract 
toour mills men who are anxious for good 
wages, and I believe this will be the result. 
The fact that the many idie men in Pittsburg 
will soon be at work does not have any bear- 
ing on the Homestead mill, because the men 
whom we have there and who are coming, 
did not come from Pittsburg, but outside of 
the city, ard are not affected Dy any agree- 
ment between the workers and manufac- 
turers of this district.’’

ROAD TO HOME RULE 


Edward Blake Makes the Way Plain to 
London Liberals. 


GLADSTONE’S MAJORITY IN PARLIA- 
MENT A SUBSTANTIAL ONE. 


Difierence in Creeds Must Be Banished 
From Politiical Discussion if Ireland 
Isto Be Free—Obstacles Now in the 
Way Will Be Overcome—Blake’s His- 
tory in Canada. 


Loypown, Aug. 11—The Hon, Edward Blake, 
fermerly Premier of Ontario, who was elect- 
ed in the recent campaign to represent South 
Longford in Parliament, addressed a meet- 
ing of the Home Rule Union of London last 
night. Hespokeinthe same general man- 
neras he did during the speech which he de- 
livered atthe Eighty Club dinner given in 
his honor on Thursday last. He pointed out 
the necessity of continued work in order 
to capture all possible by-elections 
for the home rule cause. Viewed in 
the light of a curious tendency 
to equality in popular opinion, he said, the 
Liberal majority was a substantial one, 
Conservative advocates of unity had analyzed 
and cut the majority into sections, declaring 
that the majority had emanated from Ireland 
and therefore did not count. Would they 
have said that if the circumstances had been 
reversed and Ireland had declared against 
home rule? The Liberals must be prepared 
for exaggerated accounts of Irish outrages in 
the Tory papers. That was part of their 
game. If the Protestants in the various 
parts of Ireland were to combine—he 
hoped that they would not—they 
could get what terms they i Iiked 
from either side of the divided majority. He 
recommended tothem an altogether differ- 
ent policy, namely to banish forever from 
the arena all religious questions and to join 
hands with the Catholics and to discuss in- 
intelligible differences of opinion Instead of 
the character of their creedsor the color of 
their hair. Doubtless there would be friction 
in inaugurating the new regime in Ireland— 
bearings would get heated, pipes burst and 
steam escape—but that would soon be over- 
come. He did not idealize democracy. He 
believed it will be putto the severest test as 
to whether it would be able to- use its new 
power with wisdom, self-restraint and dis- 
cernment, but he hoped it would be equal to 
the task. 

‘Ihe address was well received and the 
points made and the manner of the orator 
sustained Mr. Blake’s reputation as a 
speaker and a man of force fully qualified to 
be a leader of men, which had preceded his 
advent in British polirtvs. Blake is the ex- 
leader of the Liberal oppositionat Ottawa, 
the Canadian capital, who at the urgent ap- 
peal of the McCarthy wing of the Irish party 
left the Dominion with the view of becoming 
the Moses of the Irish home rulers to lead 
them out of the wilderness of faction strife 
into which the ¢plit with Parnell and that 
leader’s death had plunged the patriots. 

The Times, in an editorial, asks whether 
Sir Edward Blake ever recognized the right 
of any Province of the Dominion of Nova 
Scotia, for instance, to dissolve partnership 
and set up foritselfand says: ‘*Did he sym.- 
pathize when the Southern States of America 
wanted secession with the party which 
wished to say to erring sisters: ‘Goin peace’ 
or with the party which fought a war of 
giants that the union might be preserved.,, 

Although Canadian born, Blake’s ancestors 
were Irish. Heentered political life at the 
age of 34, when he was elected a member of 
the Ontario Legislature. With the late 
Alexander Mackenzie he waged in that body 
avigorous fight against the Santfleld-Mac- 
donald Ministry. On the fall of that Ministry 
in 1871, Mr. Blake became Premier of the 
province; but, with Mackenzie, he soon de- 
serted provincial politics for the larger field 
at Ottawa. Elected to the Dominion House 
of Commons, he was soon recognized as one 
ofthe most brilliant men Canada had pro- 


Except for the five years of Mr. M ackenzie’s 
administration, during part of which he 
served as Minister of Justice, Mr. Bilake’s 
entire career at Ottawa was passed on the 
Opposition benches. Sir John A, Macdonald, 
defeated on the Pacific scandal issue in 1873, 
returned to power with an immense ma- 
jority in 1878. In 1580 Blake succeeded 
Mackenzie as leader of the Liberal party. 
Twice in the general elections of 1852 and 
1887 he led his party against the Conserva- 
tive torces, but unsuccessfully. In 1889 he 
resigned the leadership and was succeeded 
by his Quebec Heutenant, the eloquent \\ il- 
frid Laurier. Onthe dissolution of Parlia- 
ment last yearMr. Blake declineda renomi- 
nation, announcing his intention to retire 
from public life, out the call from _ Ireland 
brought him out of his contemplated retire- 
ment. 

While firm in convictions and forceful in 
stating them, heijis tolerant of the views of 
others. Helis a thorough-going Democrat. 
He has set his face against every attempt to 
introduce Old World ideas and institutions 
into Canada, and emphasized his attitude by 
refusing the title of Knighthood offered him 
by the Queen. 

Blake was a convert to the doctrine of 
home rule for Ireland long before Gladstone 
was converted to that policcy, and spoke 
from his seat at Ottawa in support of irish 
self-government as far back as 1880. In 1882 
he made an eloquent speech in support of the 
motion for an address to the lmperial Gov- 
ernment urging the passage of a home rile 
measure. He persistently opposed the bill 
to incorporate the Orange body in Canada, 
believing that the Government should extend 
no recognition toa society so foreign in its 
Spirit and mischievous in Its operation. 


BRITISH PARLIAMENT, 


LIBERALS GOOD*HUMORED AND CONSERVA- 
TIVES RECONCILED. 


Lonpon, Aug. 11.—The House was packed 
when Parliament assembled this afternoon. 
Every seat was taken and crowds were 
standing on the floor and in the gangways. 
Among the distinguished spectators were the 
Earl of Cadogan, Lord Knutsford, 
the Prince of Teck, the Duke 
of Devonshire, Prince Hatzfeldt, the German 
Ambassadur, Minister Lincoln and other 
members of the diplomatic corps. When Mr. 
Gladstone entered he was cheered enthus!i- 
astically. Mr. Joseph Chamberlain,who wore 
an orchid in addition to his usual garb, was 
also cheered as he went to his seat and 
more or lessapplause greeted each notable 
from his partisans. Members were generally 
good humored, the Conservatives looking 
reconciled to defeat andthe Liberals happy 
over victory. 

Philip Callan, who was the independent 
Nationalist candidate for the North Division 
of Louth, in the general election, has lodgea 
& petition against the election of Timothy 
Healy asa member of that division on the 
grounds, as alleged, that Healy owes his 
election to bribery, the treating of voters 
and intimidation in his behaif by the Catholic 
clergy, Healy received 2,200 votes and Cal- 
lan 1,500 votes in the election. 

The Rt. Hon. James W. Lowther stated, in 
reply toa question, that the document torn 
up by Sir CharlesEuan smith, British Minister 
at Morocco, in presence of the Sultan, was 
the draft ofa treaty which the Sultan desired 
to have signed. Thisisa vindication of the 
statement made by the correspondent in 
Morocco of the Central News and United 
Press, whose splendid workin giving to the 


world the thrilling circumstances of the 


British mission tothat country has excited 
the envy of other news associations. 

The Rt. Hon. Joseph Chamberlain arose to 
speak on the motion of no confidence. 

Mr. Alpheus ©. Morton, Liberal of Peter- 
borought objected to Mr. Chamberlain being 
allowed to speak, on the ground that he had 
already spoken the previous evening. 

The speaker overruled the sa aa geet 
whereupon Mr. Chamberlain proceeded with 
his remarks. He bitterly commented on the 
tactics employed to prevent him from speak- 
ing, and said that it was an early sample of 
the petty and malignant treatment to be 
meted out to the Liberal Unionists. 


WANTED TO BE A PIRATE. 
Fales, the Boy Murderer, Who Was Sen- 
tenced to Hang To- Day. 


NEWARK, N. J., Aig. 11.—Sixteen-year-old 
Robert Fales, who was sentenced to be 
hanged to-day, has been granted a further 
lease of life, and his case is now before the 
Supreme Court on a motion fora new trial. 
He seems totally indifferent to his fate. 
While relatives and friends were straining 
every nerve to secure a stay of sentence, the 


young murderer made only this request in his 
own behalf: 

**I don’t wantto be banged on Aug. 1l,’’ 
said he, in his quiet way to the jailer. 

‘**Why,’’ asked the keeper. 

**Because that is sister’s birthday.’’ 

The boy may yet escape the hangman’s 
noose as a strong effort will be mads if a new 
trial is not granted to have his sentence 
commuted to life imprisonment.

His nos@ and his chin are the 
striking features of hig face. His chin is 
small and retreating and his nose is long and 
sharp, and set at such af@ angle that, with Ris 
chin, it gives his face sOmething of the ex- 
pression of a weasel or arat. ‘his effect is 
increased by.the bright@ess of his eyes and 
his furtive way of glian®ing from under his 
half-shut eyelids. On@ would say that he 
was a weak and possi a bad boy, but one 
would never suspect higm of such a crime as 
murder. 

He rarely raises his ey@s from the floor, but 
when he does and looKS squarely about, his 
expression Is rather inaocent than otherwise, 
He seems to have an even, pleasant disposi- 
tion, to which faet, inde@d, the prison kKeep- 
ers have testified. 3 

His mother often callsa@t the prison. Sheis 
stilla young woman and wears mourning for 
the boy’s father, who x<ommitted suicidea 
few weeks ago for the sQn’scrime. She car- 
ries a babe inher arms. There are no traces 
of wickednessin her face. Yeta part of the 
boy’s heritage of evilcomes through her. 
His father’s family has several unsavory 
pages inits history. But the mother has two 
brothers, Alonzo and Spencer Egbert, who 


, are now serving five-year terms for burglary. 


They were cauight through their sister, who 
told on them in order that their bad influence 
might be taken away from the boy. 

Young Fales kiled Thomas Haydon. Hay- 
don was the cashier ofthe Potter straw hat 
factory at No, 73 Mulberry street, Newark, N. 
J. He came from the bank at noon with the 
money to pay the employes, and was struck 
down in the hallway. 

When arrested Faies confessed the crime 
and told the following story: ‘‘I knew that 
Haydon went tothe bank forthe money ev- 
ery Saturday,’’ he said, ‘‘andthat he alone 
used that haliway. I wapted some money to 
get out of town, abdI madeup my mind to 
getitfrom him. Ou saturday Igot a bale- 
stick at Dean’s stable and wrapped it ina 
newspaper. I went downtothe factory and 
stood behind the doorin the hallway. When 
he came along he yushed the door back 
against me. 

‘*As he stepped toward the stairs I hit him 
onthe head with the stick. Hefell. Then 
he tried to getupand I hit him again. He 
fell back and I hit himi once more. 

‘‘AfterI hithim the fourth time he didn’t 
stir. Lreached down into his pockets and 
took out two bagé of money. Both had been 
marked $250, but the fifty had been rubbed 
offone.

ANOTHER WAR SHIP. 


The Cru iser Marblehsad Launched at Bose 
ton Tr-day. 


Boston, Mass,, Aug. 11.—Cruiser No. 11 was 
adopted into the Unitel States Navy to-day 
under the name Marblehead and was christ- 
ened by Mrs. C. F. Allen, daughter-in-law of 
President OC. H. Allen of the Home Savings 
Bank and the Central National Bank. 

The Marblehead is the first large vessel of 
war launched in Boston Harbor since 1848. 
Her dimensions are: Length on mean load 
water line, 257 feet; extreme breadth, 37 feet; 
depth of nold to under side of spar deck 
plank amidships, 19 feet, 6 inches; draft of 
water, mean normal, 14 feet 6 inches, dis- 
placement in tons to load water line, 2,000; 
area of immersed amidship section,665 square 
feet; indicated ho se power, 5,400; maximum 
speed per nour, 48 knots In smooth water. 


She is atwin screw protected cruiser, with 
poop and forecastle decks and an open gun 
deck between, fitted up with a water-tight 
deck of 1742 pounds plating at the sides, re- 
duced to 1vinthe center and extending. the 
entire length ofthe vessel, this deck being 
below the water line at the sides 30 inches. 
Below this will be placed the machinery, 
Magazines and steering apparatus. Among 
the notable improvements will be an increase 
of speed, rearrangement of battery anda 
coffer-dam protection extending through 
the entire wachinery space. 

The torpedo outfit will consist of six tor- 
pedo guns for launching torpedoes. There 
will be an electric light plant on board. The 
battery will consist of two six-inch breach- 
loading rifles, eight five-inch breach loading 
rifles mounted on sponsons, four on each side 
of the cruiser, six six pound and two one 
pound rapid firing guns and two gatling 
guns

BRUTAL BRIGANDS. 


Horrible Atrocities Committed by a 
Band of Chilian Robbers. 


—— 


HELPLESS VICTIMS TORTURED BY FIF- 
TEEN OF THE DESPERADOES. 


A Tale of Horror Rarely Excelled in Crime 
Annals—Murder Confessed by a 
Georgia Suspect—Moonshiners Caged 
by Alabama Officers—Idaho Rioters on 
Trial—Criminal News. 


PANAMA, Aug. 11.—Following is an account 
of the latest Chilian horror, the peculiar 
atrocity of which was dueto the action of 
the authorities in attempting to stamp out 
the epidemic of crime that has raged since 
the close of the Balmaceda revolution. The 
victim was Don Jose Miguel Velasco Cotapos, 
lessee of the San Jose and San Juan Del Peral 
estates in the Cajon de Maipo. His usual 
place of residence was on the former estate, 
and toward the end of last week he made 
preparations to visit Santiago with his 
family. Thenecessary arrangements having 
been completed he set out, accompanied by 
his wife, his sisters-in-law, the Misses Sara 
and Julia Velasco, and his four children, for 
San Juan del Peral estate. The 
journey, however, was postponed. 
Miss Julia and some persons of 
the households proceeded in one of the car- 
riages to Santiago. At about 7:30 p.m. on 
Saturday Mr. Velasco with all the members 
of the family whoremained was in a room 
which opened ontoa corridor of the house, 
when a slight murmur of persons talking was 
heard. Mr. Velasco, thinking it was prob- 
ably the manager or some of the employes of 
the estate, opened the door, when he was 
shot in the left cheek. The ball lodged in the 
brain and he fell mortally wounded. One of 
the bandits threw himself upon the un- 
fortunate victim and after binding his arms 
took possession of his pocketbook, watch and 
wedding ring. This done, other of the 
bandits clubbed the dying man in the head 
with the butts of their carbines. 

Mrs. Velasco, after miraculously escaping 
several shots, seizing two of her children, 
took refuge in an adjoining room while Miss 
Sara with the other two escaped into the 
yard. The bandits quickly traced Mrs. 
Velasco into her hiding place, and after mal- 
treating her, threw her down and bound her 
hands and feet. They then tore out her ear- 
rings, stripped her rings from her fingers 
and this done, they threw her on a bed, cov- 
ering her head and threatened to kill her if 
she made the slightest noise. Others of the 
bandits pursued Sara, firing at her as she 
fled across the yard with two of the children, 
but fortunately none of the shots took effect. 
She sought refuge in a room near the 
kitchen,to which place a servant had already 
fled, but she too was quickly tracked 
to her hiding place, and, like her sister, was 
bound hand and foot. A wuarésée fild herseif 
undera bedand escaped the notice of the 
bandits. The gang then plundered the 
house, and one ofthe first things which fell 
into their hands was Mrs. Velasco’s jewel 
case. Atthe sound of the first shot the but- 
ler, armed with aniron bar, started to as- 
sist his master: He, however, was quickly 
felled to the ground insensible and his body 
dragged and thrown across the dead body 
of his master. 

At the same time the manager of the 
estates, Don Andres Paredes, who lives close 
by, hearing shots, accompanied by his son, 
started forhis employer’s house, He had 
not gone far, however, before some of the 
bandits, who were posted behind a wall, 
opened fire and his son fell wounded in the 
thigh. Paredes took up hissonin his arms 
and retreated to his house. The bandits, 
who numbered about fifteen or twenty, left 
at 9o’clock at nightinthe direction of Pierut. 
After their departure the nurse came out of 
her hiding place and found her mistress and 
Miss Sara Velasco and unbound them. In 
the gang were men far above the vulgar 
class, as it was observed by the inmates from 
their mode of expressing themselves and 
their pronunciation, and fromthe fact that 
the hands of those who bound the ladies 
were white and soft. The faces of the men 
were covered with silk handkerchiefs. 

At about the same time three men arrived 
atthe house of Don Jose Mercedes Leal at 
Robleria, Department of Araco, and asked to 
be allowed to remain for the night. The re- 
quest was granted. In the middie of the 
night, however, they forced an entrance into 
their host’s room and stabbed him and his 
wife to death, Theirchild, a boy of 10, es- 
caped from the clutches of the murderers, 
and he has identified two men, who have 
been arrested on suspicion of being con- 
cerned in the crime,

SAVANNAH, Ga., Aug. 11.—Barton Austin, 
Charles Warren, Tobe Little, and a negro 
whose name cannot be ascertained, were ar- 
rested yesterday ona charge of murder. It 
is asserted that these persons were implicated 
in the killing of Ike Flowers at Jesup, four 
weeks ago. The cause which led tothe mur- 
der was the supposed part Flowers took in 
the Jesup riot two years ago. Flowers was 
called out and shot to death by unknown 
persons. His body was placed on the 
railroad track In order to cover the crime, 


About the time of the killing Flowers was con- 
siderably violent in his conduct. This caused 
a special investigation, The Governor offered 
a secret reward for the guilty persons and an 
additional sum was also offered from other 
sources.

THE SCUDDER CASE. 


Statement by the Relatives of the Sul- 
cide. 


New Yor«, Aug. 11.—Through all the dlis- 
tressing incidents surrounding the suicids in 
Chicago jail, June 21, of Dr. Henry Martyn 
Scudder, Jr., while under indictment 
charged with the murder of his mother-in- 
law, Mrs. E. M. Dunton, his aged and dis- 
tinguished father, Rev. Martyn Scudder, D. 
D., and all his kinspeople denied his guilt. 
His family, pending judicial action before 
the suicide, refused to make any 
statement for publication. Now, 


however, the Rev. W. M. Montgomery has 
prepared a statement of their sideof the 
case, which has been read and revised by 
Doremus Scudder, the brother, and indorsed 
by Dora Scudder, the widow of Dr. Scudder. 
It was printed in the Independent, a religious 
weekly, yesterday in six columns of small 
type. Itrecites that in September, 1891. Dr. 
Scudder married Miss Dora, an adopted 
daughter of F. H. Dunton, editorofthe Times. 
Mrs. Dunton was sick with disease and 
shes was growing rapidly worse. she 
had made a will many months ODe- 
tore, bequeathing all her property to 
her husband. It wasafterhis deathto go to 
their adopted daughter. Three days before 
her death she made a second will, in which 
$15,000 worth of real estate, which by her first 
will had been given to relatives, was now 
instead given to her husband during 
life, then to go to Dora; while the family 
home, valued at $8,000, which under the first 
will was to go to a relative, was now be- 
queathed to Dora with the added request 
that she care for her father personally during 


After relating symptoms of insanity shown 
by Dr. Scudder the statement presents a 
long account of the alleged murderous at. 
tack upon her mother as given by Mrs. Dora 
Scudder. According to her, Mrs. Dunton be- 
came delirious and vivient, so that the giris 
who were watching her room could do noth- 
ing with her. They ran down stairs, and 
just as Dr. Scudder started up to take charge 
of the patient a piercing shriek was heard. 
There was no other sound except Dr. Scud- 
der’s footsteps on the stairs. Mrs, Dora 
Scudder hastened up and found that her 
mother had fallen in her delirium and cut 
her head severely. The doctor was standing 
over her preparing to administer a hypo- 
dermic injection to still the pain. Great 
stress is laid on the. symptoms of insanity, 
which developed rapidly after this incident, 
and which manifested themselves especially 
in Dr. Scudder’s contradictory remarks 
about the wills. The facts of the case are re- 
viewed and the conolusion reached that Dr. 
Scudder was insane and therefore guilt less 
when he committed suicide.

The Remains Placed in a Vault in Cal- 
vary Cemetery. 

The body of Judge James C. Normile was 
placed in Calvary Cemetery this afternoon, a 
vault having been secured to Keep it tempor- 
arliy tillthe lot is selected. The body was 
taken from the undertaking establishment 
of Harrigan & Sheehan yesterday 
afternoon and carried to the home of

morning and went in to look on the face for 
the lasttime. Last night the sister of the 
Judge, Sister Columbia of Leavenworth, ar- 
rived accompanied by another nun and 
the two nephews of the Judge, Wm.

They approved of 
Ben Finney’s resolve to bury the body instead 
of carrying out the Judge’s wish to be cre- 
mated.

CRIMINAL JUSTICE IN ST. LOUIS. 


Goy. Francis as an ex-Mayorof 6t. 
Louis has probably a correct general idea 
of the influences and combinations that 
work against justice and the enforcement 
of the State laws at the Four Courts. 
Before appointing a new judge 
of the §t. Louis Criminal Court 
he will probably give due weight to the 
remarkable statement presented to the 
late Judge on the 28th of July by eight 
members of the last Grand-jury, and signed 
by H. E. Hayward, F.H. Ingalls, Emil A. 
Becker, Max Judd, John 8S. Moffitt, James 
E. Gatewood, Alex E. Forbes and 
Wm. Baggot, whose standing and char- 
acter as citizensand business men in this 
community must be well known to Gov. 
Francis. Never before did a majority of 
Grand-jurymen sign and present toa judge 
onthe bencha severer indictment of his 
court officers than the following opening 
paragraph of the statement signed by these 
eight Grand-jurors: 

Oircumstances which we believe to be un- 
precedented in the history of criminal justice 
in Missourlt compel a majority of the mem- 
bers of the July Grand-jury to appear before 
you and to protest most earnestly against be- 
ing required toserve any further as mem- 
bers of that body. To continue longer in the 
service would be dishonorable to ourselves; 
and to remain silent when we have knowl- 
edge of a prostitution of the machinery of 
your court would be a wrong against you and 
a crime against the public. 

This should warn the Governor that a 
Judge of uncommon ability, of aggressive 
integrity, of heroic moral courage and of 
great force and weight of character is need- 
ed to straighten out the crookedness at 
the Four Courts. The Push bosses and 
the powerful combination of interests that 
have long ‘trun things’’ down there will 
be against the appointment of any such 
man, and, after going far enough away 
from that cirele of influence to find such a 
man, the trouble will be to induce him to 
take the office. 

It seems tous that the only sure means 
of reforming the administration of crim- 4 
inal justice in St. Louis is to intrust it, as 
1s done in Chicago and in rural Missouri, 
to the same courts to which civil suits are 
referred. Give us seven Circuit Judges, 
with a provision that they shall by turns, 
two ata time, preside over the Criminal 
Court and the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion, or that each of the seven Circuit 


Courts shall be assigned an equal 
share of the criminal cases, and 
that will soon end the occupation 


of the ‘‘penitentiary agents,’’ the straw 
bondsmen and the peddlers of ‘‘pulls’’ 
and commuted sentences. 

In cities where the Criminal Court is 
made a thing apart from the courts of 
civil judicature, it is apt to be turned over 
to the ward bosses asa mere tool of their 
business, of which the great mass of honest 
citizens take littleor nothought except 
upon rare occasions. They are very par- 
ticular to keep free from scandal the 
courts that pass upon their property 
rights, but take only a languid interest in 
‘‘tribunals that deal with the criminal 
classes,’’ and these courts naturally be- 
come at times storm centers of corruption 
and scandal. 

Adjudicating questions involving life or 
liberty isthe very highest, the most sol- 
emn, and should be the best guarded of all 
judicial functions. Why should we not 
intrust it only to courts as clean and 
judges as carefully chosen as those ap- 
pointed to decide questions of dollars and 


cents?

ITISSTATED POSITIVELY THATGRESHAM 
WILL BE FOR WEAVER. 


The Information Oomes From Chairman 
Stoll of the Indiana People’s Party 
Committee, Who Says That Gresham 
Has Given His Word-Dick Norton 
Presents His List of Delegates—Con- 
gressman Dockery in Town. 


The national People’s party headquarters 
this morning were alive with enthusiastic 
workers, all of whom were very juDilant over 
a telegram received last night, andits con- 


) tents verified by the receipt of a letter at 


hand this morning, tothe effect that Judge 
Gresham had concluded to take the stump in 


the interest of the third party, 
and would make his opening 
speech at Indianapolis the latter part 
of this month. Chairman Taubeneck re- 


ceived this intelligence from the Chairman 
of the State Committee of Indiana, to whom 
Judge Gresham bad written declaring his in- 
tentions and setting forth his reasons for 
making a campaign in the interest 
of Gen. Weaver. In his report to 
the national headquarters, the chairman of 
the State Committee of Indiana states that 
Judge Gresham in apprising him of his in- 
tentions informed him by letter that he did 
not refuse the presidential nomination be- 
cause he was not in sympathy with 
the party, but for a reason that was 
entirely personal and not political. ‘*‘How 
do you lke that (for a plece of 
news?’’ said Mr. Taubeneck. ‘‘It - means 
that one speech from Gresham, no matter 
whether he makes more than one in our 
favor, setting forth our objects and 
indorsing our platform will win over 
500,000 votes forthe People’s party that we 
would have been unable to control otherwise.

Mej. Newman’s Reminiscences. 

Naj. Henry Newmanof Randolph County 
indulged in some reminiscence at the 
Democratic State headquarters to- 
day, while discussing the nomination of 
Judge Peter Turney, who was named two 
daysago for Governor of Tennessee by the 
Wemocratic Convention. ‘*‘Turney,’’ he 
said, ‘‘organized the first Confederate regi- 
mentthat went out of Tennessee. This was 
before the State seceded. He was elected 
Colonel, and when he started out with his 
regiment without arms or ammunition of any 


kind he expected to be well provided 
in this respect when he reached 
Richmond, When they arrived 


in the Confederate capital, they found five 
or six regiments ahead of them, well armed 
and equipped. President Jeff Davis was then 
reviewing the troops and Col. Turney felt 
embarrassed. Before they reacbed the point 
of review he paused to consider what should 
be done, He finally espied a rail fence 
and he ordered his men to provide 
themselves with fence rails and carry them 
instead of arms. They did so, and instead 
of presenting muskets and sabers they pre- 
sented arms with their fence ralls. Davis 
did not like this, and it wasthe main reason 
why Turney was never promoted, though he 
served with much bravery for years after the 
awkward presentation of arms. 


‘*‘When Judge Turney was nominated 
for the Supreme bench of Ten- 
nessee, I was at the convention. 


In those days everybody called him Pete. 
After his nomination the boys caught him 
and showered congratulations on him, every- 
body calling him Pete. Finally a big, tough- 
looking fellow from Memphis pushed up and, 
siapping the Judge on the shoulder, said: 
*Pete, old boy, we got you there all right.’ 
The Judge, half smiling, yet in earnest, said: 
‘Look here, boys, there is a certain amount 
of dignity about the Supreme Bench. Can’t 
you just call me Peter instead of Pete?’ Of 
course, over Se laughed, and after that 
they acdressed him as Peter.’’

Congressman Dick Norton was at the head- 
quarters of the State Committee to-day and 
presented his list of delegates for the special 
primary election ordered to be held in the 
Ninth District on the 18thinst.

A Necessary Appropriation Omitted From 
the Sundry Civil Bill. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 11.—Considerable 
disappointment is felt at the Post-office De- 
partment over the unexplained omission 
fromthe sundry civil billof an appropria- 
tion of $5,000 which had been asked for to 
enable the ®ixth Auditor's office of the 
Treasury Department, which audits post- 
masters’ accounts, toemploy twenty people 
for six months at the rate of $500 per year to 
assort several million paid money orders 
which have accumulated and are hourly ac- 
cumulating in the office, and which in their 
present state prevent the settlement of thou- 


sands of postmasters’ accounts. When the 
sundry civil billwas prepared,this item was 
embodied in it and the department unaer- 
stood that it was going through all right. 
The employes were selected, being out of the 
classified service, and most of them had 
been notified to report for duty on the 15th. 
The fact that no provision had been made for 
the employment was not discovered until 
yesterday, when it was found BACOGUATT. to 
rescind ail action in this respect. he 
omision of the item will cause vexation and 
delay to thousands of postmasters through. 
out the country who desire settlement of 
their money order accounts, There are sev- 
eral million of these money order Dianks rep- 
resenting business transacted at various 
offices now stacked up in storage-rooms of 
the sixth auditor’s office. 

Letters have been sent by the Post-office 
Department to about 2,800 postmasters at 
county seats, asking them to repeat .this 
year, sometime between Aug. 1 and Dec, 15, 
the visits of Inspection made by them last 
yearto the smaller post-offices in their re- 
spective counties. The experiment last year 
issaidto have worked well in bringing the 
postmasters at small places into relations 
with postmasters of larger experience and 
thereby improving the postal service. 

Capt. Healy, commanding the revenue 
steamer Bear, has madea long report to the 
Treasury Department in regarg@ to the cruise 
of that vesselin Alaskan waters. The Bear 
touched at St. Mathew’s Island, June 3, and 
took off a man named Peter Vian! who was 
in dire distress from lack of provisions. He 
saidtwo other men, Fred Burns and J. B. 
Pulsford, who had been left on the Island 
with him, had started inja dory Mayé4 for 
Hall’s Isiand since which time he had heard 
nothing from them.

Traces 
were found of their camp which appeared to 
have been abandoned three weeks previous. 
Capt. Healy says he thinks the men must 
have been drowned at sea by the capsizing 
of their boat,

A novel feature of the reunion of the naval 
veterans here at the coming G. A. R. en- 
campment will be the erection of a model of 
the old war ship Kearsarge, the conquerer of 
the Alabama, on the ground adjacent tothe 
White House. The model will be 240 feet 
long, built mainly of wood, armed with four 
guns and have a canvass overthe deck. The 
addresses are to be delivered from the poo 
deck while the berth deck will be fitted wit 
hammocks for the accommodation of the 
guards. 

Minister Egan has definitely agreed with 
the Chillan Government upona convention 
forthe settlement of unadjusted claims of 
citizens of the United States against Chili by 
means ofa Claims Commission to meet in 
Washinaton. ‘This action of the Minister 
chronicles the satisfactory termination of a 
negotiation which has been pending fora 
longtime, No general claims convention has 
ever been celebratéd with Chill, and claims 
of American citizens date back for 
more than half a century, though the 
greater portion of them have their origin in 
the Chillan-Peruvian war twelve years ago, 
Mr. Egan reports that in ail the negotations 
leading up to this settlement the Chillan 
Government has met him in the most friendly 
spirit. Much satisfaction is expressed at the 
Department of State at the successful result 
of our minister’s efforts in this and other 
matters recently brought toa conclusion. 

The Danish minister has notified the State 
Department that he has been informed by 
his government of the confession of Cousul 
Ryder. ‘the department has telegraphed 
Minister Carr at his home in Illinois to pro- 
ceed to Denmark. Nothing will be done by 
the department in the matter until the case 
is settled by the Danish judicial authorities, 

In view of the arrest of Henry 3. Ryder, 
the United States Consul at Copenhagen, the 
Secretary of State has directed Hon. Clark 
Carr, the United States Minister to Denmark, 
to proceed at once to Copenhagen and assume 
charge of affairs there. Mr. Carr is 
now at his home in Galesburg, Lll., on 
leave of absence. His presence in Denmark 
is necessary because Mr. Ryder was the onl 
representative of this Government there wit 
the exception of a ViceeOonsul. This morn- 
ingthe Danish Minister in Washington in- 
formed the State Department that he had 
been notified by his government that Kyder 
had confessed to embezzlement and forgery. 
The department has not decided what course 
to pursue in the matter until a report of an 
official nature is made.

WHERE IS WALKER? 


A Well-Known Young Man Disappears 
Under Peculiar Circumstances, 


STRANGE VARIANCE IN THE STATE- 
MENYS OF HIS FRIENDE, 


Louis Carr Says That He, Walker, Reno 
Beavais and Another Friend Camped 
Out at Meramec Highlands the Night 
Before Walker Disappeared—Beavais’ 
Positive Denial—A Queer Case. 


The police are trying to clear up the mys- 
tery surrounding the disappearance of Will 
8. Walker, who was last seen in St. Louisa 
week ago. last Monday night, Walker isa 
single man, 21 years old, and lived with his 
brother-in-law and sister, Mr. and Mrs. Wal- 
ter H. Beck, at 3101 Chestnut street. He 
clerked at 609 North Fourth street, and also 
had a business of his own, owning several 
coal teams and a stable on Nineteenth and 
Spruce streets. He was interested, too, in 


the business of Reno Beauvais, a 
book-maker at the East Side track, 
and lost heavily in this last 


named enterprise. He mortgagedall of his 
property a couple of weeks ago and went on 
a big spree and disappeared from his rela- 
tives and friends here a week ago last Mon- 
day night, as before stated. The next morn- 
ing Edw. Hull, a friend of his, received a 
note from him telling him that he had over- 
drawn his account at the Merchants’ Bank a 
little and asking him to meet it. He also 
stated In his letter that he was goingto end 
his career. Mr. Hull went to the bank and 
found that the account had been overdrawn 
$57 and he made it good. Mrs. Beck was 
notified and the two began searching 
for the missing man. They were 
unable to find him but thought that perhaps 
Reno Beauvais, who had been with him 
almost constantly for several weeks, had 
taken him off somewhere to sober up. 
THE POLICE NOTIFIED. 

The police were not notified until two or 
three daysago, andin the meantime a col- 
ored man named Louis Carr had reported 
that he was with Walker, Beauvais and two 
of Walker’s employes in his coal-teaming 
business the Monday night Walker disap- 
peared and all next day. He met them, 
he Said, at the South Side race 
track that Monday afternoon and went with 
them to Meramec Highlands, about fifteen 
miles outonthe Frisco road. They camped 
outand fished that night on the Meramec 
River and stayed thereall next day, They 
had taken with them ajugof whisky, some 
bottie beer and something to eat ina lunch 
basket. Carrdecided to return to thecity 
Tuesday evening and dia so. He didn’t 
sleep any the night before and besides had 
business in the city and couldn’t stay any 


longer. Carr owns the race horse 
Walker and devotes his time to the 
races at the South Side Park. He 


lives at 2818 Laclede avenue. When all this 
was learned, Mr. Beck and Mr. Hull went 
outto Meramec Heights with Carr to see 
what had become of the four men he left 
there, but they were unable to learn anything 
about them. A woman living in a cabin 
across the river remembered when reminded 
of it that Carr had called to her last Tuesday 
week and asked her if she had anything to 
eat, but that was about all the corroboration 
they could get of Carr’s story. 
BEAUVAI’S DENIAL. 

Beauvais showed up last Sunday, but when 
told of Carr’s statement he denied every- 
thing that had been told regarding his con- 
nection with the fishing party. He had not 
seen Walker, he said, since one week ago 
last Sunday night when he and Hull were 
out carriage riding with him. Walker had 
been drinking and he wanted him to go home 
and he refused, and then he, Beauvais, left 
him, ‘‘That Is the lastI saw of Will Walker,’’ 
said Beauvais to a PostT-DISPATCH re. 
porter in Chief Desmond’s office this after- 
noon, ‘‘and as for Monday night I can 
| hoi thatI was at a certain young lady’s 

ouse that night until 11 o’clock. i walked 
from there to my boarding-house, at 2122 
Walnut street, and next morning I paid my 
landlady some board, so I couldn’t 
have been at Meramec Highlands. Carr’s 
whole story isatissue of lies so far as itaf- 
fects me, and I will make him sweat for this. 
I did not favor him in bookmaking as he 
wanted me to, and now he is trying to get 
even with me.’’ 

Beauvais admitted that Walker had backed 
him in his books at East St. Louls and also at 
the last races at the Fair Grounds and that 
they lost a good deal of money in Kast St. 
Louls. On this side, however, they camv out 
about even or a little ahead. 

CARR’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Beck is certain that Beauvais knows 
where Walker is, and that he was with him 
and Carr and the two coal heavers at 
Meramec Highlands. Carr said, when seen 
to-day, that he could not be mistaken in his 
man. He had known Beauvais a long time. 
‘‘And he has acknowledge it since he got 
back,’’ said Carr this afternoon, ‘‘I met him 
on Sixth and Olive streets last Sunday 
and asked him what he had done 
with Walker and he answered that he had 
jase im On the bank of the river at Caronde- 
e ’ 


The two coalheavers are Jack Toole and 
Wm. Rohen, They disappeared at the same 
time with Walker and have not returned. 

The police do not know what tothink of it. 
but are still pushing the investigation. Beau- 
vais is not under arrest. 


HIS BROTHER’S LICENSE, 


W. T. Yaw Learns That He Cannot Run 
a Saloon lon It, 

An instance of how Uncle Sam treats of- 
fenders against the internal revenue law oc- 
curred to-day before Commissioner Craw- 
fore. W.T. Yaw, who conductsa saloon at 
No, 1636 Franklin avenue, was 
arrested by United States Deputy 
Marshal Atehison, early this morning, 


on a warrant issued by Assistant United 
States District Attorney M. H. Cahoon, 
charging him with conducting a saloon at 
the number mentioned without having paid 
a special tax tothe Government. According 
to the information submitted by the 
Collector of Internal Revenue, Yaw 
percneses the saloon from his 

rother last January, and conducted it un- 
der a Federal license, granted to his brother 
until July 1, when the license expired. Yaw 
then took out a license in his own hame, but 
the revenue officials demanded that 
he pay back taxes for the 
period between January and 
July.

EX-8UPT. TAAFE INDIGNANT. 


He Makes a Vigorous Protest Before the 
Poor-House Investigating Committee. 


Mr. Barney Taafe, ex-Superintendent of 
the Poor-house, appeared in the City Council 
Chamber. yesterday afternoon and attempted 
to take a hand in the investigation proceed- 
ings of the Board of Charity Commissioners. 
When Mr. Bass had called the Board to 
order Mr. Taafe took the floor and said: 

**Gentlemen, before this investigation 
proceeds any further I ask the personal 
privilege of placing onthe stand one or two 
witnesses to refute the Garra geots ehar 
brought against me, incidentally, durin re) 
course of these proceedings. Witnesses fave 
‘inferred here, and it has been published in 

all the perers. that during my administra- 

tion at the Poor-house goods and sappites to

and consent. I want toprove these asser- 
tions to be base lies.’’ 

‘*Mr. Taafe,’’ said Mr. Jones, ‘‘we cannot 
interrupt the regular course of this investi- 
gation to go into side issyes.’’

Mr. Gallagher then told of an instance 
when he had ordered a gallon of whisky and 
a gallon of wine from Dougherty for his own 

rsonal use and when he went to draw 

is individual check for $10 to pay for 
them Bourdon told him not to mind 
it, as he would fix it all right. He subse- 
quently gave Mrs. Gallagher $10 to pay the 
bill, Dut she was informed at the store that 
it was already pala. 

At another time Mrs. Gallagher was given 
a basket of fruit at Dougherty’s, and the 
clerk said to her, ‘‘to take that on the 
quiet,’’ and say nothing about it. 

When Mrs. Gallagher was placed on the 
stand she confirmed this story, and gave the 
details. She said Bourdon was yery quick- 
tempered and irritable and flew into pas- 
sions on the slightest provocation. She said 
he was a sharp fellow and would bear 
watching. She repeated her testimony given 
before the Investigating Uomualttee about 
the $40 transaction and other matters of 
minor importance, 

Mr. Bourdon was then called at Mr. Taafe’s 
instance and made a flat denial ofthe stories 
circulated about the ex-Superintendent, 

The board then adjourned until 8 o’clock 
this afternoon, 


.AFTER THE BATTLE. 


About Forty Per Cent of the Mill Strik- 
ers Secure Employment. 

The Executive Committee of the planing 
mill operatars are holding an inquest to-day 
on the financial features of the strike which 
collapsed yesterday. As s00n as the 
strike was declared off yesterday shop 
meetings were held and the men 
struck a bee-line for their old 


bosses ang asked for work again. Many 
of the men were at once _ reinstated, 
but some got left because their places had 
been filled during the strike, At 
one or two places the jobs of the 
strikers had all been filled during the in- 
terim. At nearly every place the men were 
received with kind expressions, 

Of the strikers some 40 per cent are at 
work again, and 30 per cent more may 
get employment in a week or 50; but some 25 
or 30 per cent are likely to get left out per- 
manently—their places having been secured 
by non-strikers, or their record in the strike 
being such as to make them undesirabie to 
have around. 

At Duross & Olcott’s some sixty went out, 
and about forty of them resumed work this 
morning. New men had taken the places of 
the others, and the management couldn’t 
think of discharging those who had stood by 
them during the trouble. 

Inreply to a question concerning incon- 
venience and loss occasioned by the strike, 
Mr. Olcott said: ‘*‘Of course there has been 
inconvenience, but I think we have served 
the bulk of our customers sothat they have 
not suffered loss. Welost nothing on time 
contracts, as no mill makes time contracts. 
It is our policy to so work rushed ahead, 
and this spring anticipating a busy summer 
and thinking a strike just possible, we kept 


things pretty well cleaned up. ence our 
loss was reduced toa minimum.’’ 
Most of the mill owners spoke in the same 


strain, but admitted they, of course, suffered 
some financial loss—just how much none 
could estimate, 

Some eighty or ninety men went out of the 
Crescent, and nearly the whole crew were 
taken back. Those who will be outside num- 
ber possibiy six to ten, 

It was claimed that some forty men walked 
out of the Mechanics’ Planing Mill, but Mr, 
Lanfersieck, the secretary, said that only 
some twenty-five Mwn were in the strike. 
He didn’t regard the boys who went out as of 
much account. He has put eight back and 
will give work to others as soon as it can be 
laid out, but he will have no use for about 
ten of the strikers, their places having been 


led, 
The Mechanics’ Planing Mill people deny 
that their mill earned a 87 per cent dividend, 
They say it wasn’t nearly that much, but it 
was a satisfactory figure. The mill was 
started in 1875 by mechanics who wanted to 
better their condition, they state, and not by 
men who went ona stike. 

At the Gaus Pianing Mill sixteen men went 
out, and they are likely to stay out, as when 
they returned yesterday afternoon they found 
their places had all been filled. 

At the Mullanphy Planing Mill eighty men 
went out, and about sixty-five were taken 
back. The remainder found their places oc- 
cupied. Some of them will not be employed 
again under any circumstances; 
the manager’s feelings by insulting 
the street, and he feels resentful.

Mayor Walbridge deplored the existing 
State of affairsand promised to investigate 
the matterand determine upon the advis. 

This he is 
empowered to do by giving a thrée days’ 
notice to the members— but, he says, some of 
them may be out of the city, and others may 
not be disposed to act in the matter, even if 
& session were called, so he could do nothing 
for the present except to look into the ad- 
visability of it, 

PLACING THE RESPONSIBILITY. 

There is considerable talk and comment 
Soing the rounds at the City Hall to-day, and 
some of the members of the Board of Public 
Improvements gave out the impression that 
Commissioner Murphy Is at the bottom of all 
the opposition, and that the delay inthe 
work is in consequence attributed to his ac: 
tions, 

Maj. Murphy, on the other hand, states 
openly that he has placed himself on record 
as being opposed to the letting of the pres; 
ent contract for Amberst stone, and that 
in the future he will declare himself for Mis- 
sourl granite and Missouri brick 
only for the exterior walis of the 
building, no matter whether it be for orna- 
mental features or otherwise, 

**When the ordinance,’’ said Maj. Murphy, 
‘‘states that the ‘ornamental features 
should be of the most durable character,’ I 
do not think It was intended to apply especi- 
ally to the stone work. And even admitting 
that it did, it certainly cannot be contended 
by these gentlemen who wish to give the eon- 
tract toa particular firm that Amherst stone 
is more durable than Missour! granite.’’

DACEY WAS ACQUITTED. 


MY sole Prosequies Mysteriously Entered 
in the Cases of Harry Guy and Walter 
Harris and Their Evidence Secures the 
Discharge of Dacey—Acting Assistant 
City Attorney Dodge Reticent. 


Cornelius J. Dacey, a br other of Hon. Jas. 
J. Dacey, the member of the House of Dele- 
gates for the Fourth Ward, and a son of Hon. 
Patrick Dacey, the well-known produce 
dealer at 1214 North Sixth street and the Mas- 
ter of Round Top Market, was before Judge 
Paxson to-day on the charge of interfering 
with an officer in the discharge of his duty. 
Patrolman Lawton wasthe prosecuting wit- 
ness, and Judge Paxson discharged 
Dacey after sifting the contradic- 
tory tesiimony. Mr. Dacey is a 
young man in the city employ. 
His name appears in the directory as a 
weigher residing at No. 1422 North Sixth 
street. The duties of his office are notas 
heavy as the burdens which come to his 
scales, however, for Mr. Dacey attends the 
sessions of Judge Paxson’s court almost 
every dayto see who are the defendants. 
His appearance to-day, therefore, in the role 
of defendant, aroused some curiosity and 
cuused many to stay longer than they other- 
wise would. 

OFFICER LAWTON’S TESTIMONY. 

Patrolman Lawton testified that at 10:20 
o’clock Saturday night he and Officer Mc- 
Mullen arrested Harry Guy and a negro 
named Walter Harris for shooting craps in 
the vicinity of Seventh street and Cass av- 
enue. ‘‘As I was going with Guy to the 
patrol box,’’ continued Officer Lawton, 
**Dacey came up to Guy, plucked him by the 
coat and said, ‘Don’t go with him, You do 
not have to go with him.’’’

THE CROSS-EXAMINATION. 

Mr. Dacey calmed himself and left the de. 
fense of his case to Mr. Duggan, who opened 
up an unexpected line of cross-examination. 
**How long have you been onthe force, Mr. 
Lawton?’’ 

The answer was ten years. 

*‘*Were you ever suspended, Mr. Lawton?’’ 

The officer weuld not answer, and the Act- 
ing City Attorney objected. Then Mr. Dug- 
gan explained that he wanted to prove the 
animus of Lawton against Dacey. He said he 
would provethat Lawton killed a boyata 
dump several years ago, and was suspended 
for fourteen months and that Re applied to 
the Municipal Assembly to get back.

A CLUE TO HUGH CAMPBELL. 


A Man Answering His Description Died 
in Mississippl. 

This afternoon Dr. J. Willlam Williamson 
furnished Attorney James L. Hopkins with 
what the latter regardsasavery interesting 
clue concerning Mr. Hugh Campbell, of 
whom he is endeavoring to gather informa- 
tion. Dr. Williamson is from Clinton, Miss., 
and Knew a Hugh Campbell there. He came 
to that place soon after the Mexican 
war, and died along in the latter 
part of the ’70’s. He was a_ cultured 


and genial gentleman,and was well known to 
the aoctor’s father and the leading men of 
the place. Mr. Campbell boughta planta- 
tion near Clinton and made itone of the fin- 
est in that partof the State. Whenthe war 
broke out he had seventy-five working 
slaves. Henever spoke of his wife or fami- 
ly, and there seemed to bea mystery about 
eis life. When he came toClinton he was 
fond of the ladies, but he gradually 
withdrew from their circle and had a negress 
for his housekeeper, of whose children he 
was alleged to be the father. When he died, 
in the latter part of the 70’s, they brought 
suit for the property, but the Doctor’s recol- 
lection is that they were unsuccessful, 

Dr. Williamson described Campbell as 
quite fat, with short legs, with bushy gray 
hair and a Scotch accent and witha flowing 
beard which he used to keepin place witha 
ring around it, 

Mr. Hopkins said this description tallied 
very closely with what he had already 
learned of Mr. Campbell and he will com- 
municate with parties at Clinton, Miss. 

W illiam Campbell, a lawyer of Pittsburg, 
Pa., is now in S8t. Louis searching for his 
father, Hugh Campbell, who left 
that city in 1846 to take part 
in the Mexican war. Hugh Campbell 
had just come to St. Louls from Palsley,scot- 
land, on his way to California with several 
other Scotchmen to establish a manufactory 
for making Paisley shawls. Campbell was ac- 
companied by his wife and three sons, Will- 
iam, Hugh, Jr., and John P,, and alsobya 
Miss Agnes Jones of Ayr. 

While onaspree one night Campbell en- 
listed ina company which was being formed 
to take part in the Mexican war and 
was compelled to leave his family. 
They had ample means, however, and 
a message coming to Mrs. Campbell, that her 
husband, who had been promoted toa Major- 
ship, had been killed, she went to Pittsburg. 
Some time after she married Henry O'Neill 
and moved to West Virginia. ‘he sons, 
John and Hugh, when they grew up came 
to St. Louis and separated, Hugh going West 
and John South. It was reported that John 
died some years later. William became 
a lawyer and settled in Pitts- 
burg. The mother, with her  sec- 
ond husband, moved to Iowa, where her 
husband died, when she went back to West 
Virginia and married John B. Davis, with 
whom she is now living at the age of 66, 

Two years ago Wiillam went to Washing- 
ton, anaqd among the records of the 
Mexican war he found that his father had 
been mustered out of service at St. Louis in 
1848, the report of his death not having been 
true. He began a correspondence with 
Attorney Hopkins in this city, and 
a search of the records was begun which, 
however, afforded no clue as to the present 
whereabouts of the elder Campbell or of his 
death. He was seen and recognized, 
however, in Sst. Louis at the close of 
the Mexican war, one of the persons who 
saw him being Officer Dowling, who walks 
the Lindell Hotel beat. The son had about 
arrived at the conclusion that his father had 
gone back to Scotland, In the search 
it was ascertained that the brother John is 
stilialive. Mr. Campbell has not toid his 
mother of the fact that his father was not 
killed in the Mexican War, and will not do so 
until he learns positively whether he is living 
or dead.

More Hope of Solving the Fall River 
Murder. ) 


SUSPICION TURNS FROM THE DIRE 
TION OF THE BORDEN GIRLS. 


Detectives Think They Have Struck @ 
Trail of the Real Criminal—Theory Ad* 
vanced by the Pinkerton Agents—A\ 
Conflict of Authority—The Missing 
Note to Mrs. Borden. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Aug. 11.—The Borden 
inguest was resumed to-day and the mystery 
of the double crime, by which Mr. and Mrs. 
Borden met death on Thursday last, 
is apparently as far from solu- 
tion as it was on the day named. 
Charles Sawyer, who guarded the door of 
the house while Officer Allen ran to the Cen- 
tral Station to notify the police of the trage- 
dy, was the first witness. He testified that 
he ran to the house when he saw Mrs. Russell 
running, and that he was with Officer Doherty 
and a reporter when Dr. Gowen discovered 
that Mrs. Borden did not die of heart disease. 

Officer George Allen was next called. His 
testimony added no new light tothe crime, 
Mrs. Perry Gifford was then examined. 

Marshal Hilliard this morning submitted to 
another interview. In answer to questions 
as to whether or not the police had given up 
all hopes of locating the murderer outside 
the Borden family he said the question was 
nonsensical, but he would answer by 
saving that three clews were already 
being run down and none of them would 
in any way implicate a member of the house-: 
hold. Hesaid he had not been stinted in 
money nor men by the city government. He 
was not hunting clews personally because 
the district attorney required his presence at 
the inquest. But the detectives worked 
most .of the night and reported 
to him, and he was willing to say that 
close medical examinations and their re- 
sults would be a feature of the case, and that 
it mightturn out that suspicion would be 
directed from the Borden family. It has been 
proved that the suspected poisoned milk 
drank in the Borden family was all right 
when It was taken from the Borden farm and 
brought to this city. Members of the family’ 
in charge of the farm drank it and they were 
affected in no noticeable way. 

There is said to be jealousy among the offi- 
cers at work on thecase. Detective Hans- 
com, the Pinkerton man employed by the 
Borden girls to work up the case, has, itis 
alleged, annoyed the local and state detect- 
ives by some of his remarks on their theories, 
In fact, one of the most active officers on the 
Government side of the case admitted as 
much, 

‘‘lam surprised to hear,’’ said he, ‘‘that 
Mr. Hanscom has been talking about this 
case, and do notknow whatto makeof it. 
He has been in town but a short time and has 
had but two interviews with the family, yet 
he explains away everything which has been 
done uptodate and every theory which has 
been advanced. That means that we are all 
off the track and have gotto startoutona 
new line. Of course, itis an easy matter to 
argue On a good many suppositions, and Ido 
not maintain that Mr. Hanscom is not cor- 
rect in his views, but it seems to me that he 
mes "ans injudicious. But that is not the 
point. 

‘*What I object to is the explanation which 
Mr. Hanscom has offered to disprove the evi- 
dence which he has been informed isin the 
possession of the police. He has come down 
to ferret out a crime, as I understand it, and 
perhaps the police could be of assistance to 
him, but as far as I can learn he has not 
called on them. Certainly they must have 
some little information which ts valuable in 
going to show that there has been a murder, 
Ido not know about the orders which have 
been given, but if they are as stated, I think 
they are perfectly proper. 1 do not see why 
anybody who is not working with the police 
should have access to the house. Of course 
there is no objection to admitting friends of 
the family, who go there to du what they can 
for the bereaved, ’”’ 

‘*Tne theory that the first blow which Mrs. 
Borden received did not cause her death and 
that she turned and reeled towards the spot 
where she was found between the bed and 
bureau is not accepted by all of the authori: 
ties. Many of the officers still insist that life 
departed from Mr. and Mrs. Borden the in- 
Stunt the ax descended and they will never 
abandon that belief. ‘They state that the 
window in the spare bedroom must have 
been closed and closed witha purpose. Per- 
haps Mrs. Borden weat to openit, as the 
morning was hot, and, while in thé act of so 
doing, theax decended. The first blow did 
notcut through the back of the head, it 
landed on top. The action of the heart 
stopped andthe blood spurted out through 
the wound. There was but one direction it 
could take andit spattered the corner near 
the window where the spots were dis- 
covered, 

*‘*If the blow which shaved off a piece of 
the scalp was the first blow delivered Mrs. 
Borden would have thrown up her hands to 
ward off the second blow. She would have 

laced them above her head or in front of 
1er face. Everybody does that instinctively. 
There is no exception to the rule. The sec- 
ond blow would have cut her hands or arms 
but no marks were found on them. Instead 
it was evident from the position of the body 
when it was found that the arms swung for- 
ward like pendulums and that the unfortu- 
nate woman fell withacrash, impand Hfe- 
less. The arms were stretched out in front. 
of her, carried tothat position by the impetus 
of the body forward. Then the flends 
over herand dealt blow after blow. The 
blood did not spurt because there was noth- 
ingtodriveit. The heart was still. It is 
fair to presume that the murderer became ex- 
hausted with his bloody work and that the 
blows towards the last were weaker than . 
those first delivered. Ifthis is so the final 
blow wissed the mark and took offa piece of 
the scalp. 

‘*I believe that the murderer closed the 
‘door and left the room after this murder was 
committed. lf he waited some little time for 
Mr. Borden’s return he hid in another part 
the house. Whether the window wasup or 
down when the body was discovered is not 
known. Dr. Bowen says that he cannot re- 
member, but the general impression is that 
it was lowered. Otherwise the pansy fail of 
the woman would have been heard by 
neighbors, although it did not alarm any- 
body inthe house. Mr. Borden’s death was 
more noiseless. His head gave with the 
blows as it rested on a soft pillow.’’

The Fight Took Place at the Pacific 
Athletic Club—Lavigne Woulli Have 
Won but for a Disabled Wrist—The 
Quincy Bicycle Meeting—Gossip From 
the Turf and Diamond. 


San FrRaNctsco, Cal., Aug. 11.—Billy La- 
vigne of Saginaw, Mich., and Jim Burge, the 
celebrated ‘‘Iron Bark Jimmy’’ of Australia, 
fought toa finishlast nignt in the Pacific 
Athletic Club rooms for a purse of $1,250. 
Burge was favorite in the pools 2tol, 

The men went at each otherin hammer and 
tongs fashion forfour rounds with the ad- 
Vantage in Burge’s favor. Lavigne showed 
the most science, but Burge rushed the fight- 
ing and landed some terrific blows. 

After the fourth round both men grew cau- 
tious and the next twenty rounds were noth- 
ing more than aclever sparring match. La- 
vigne had the best of the sparring and wor- 
ried his opponent, 

Burge brokethe monotony in the twenty- 
sixth round by forcingthe fighting. For the 
next four rounds Lavigne galloped around 
the ring with Burge in hot pursuit, the 
Australian jumping fromthe ground several 
times in his efforts to land a swing. Burge 
was getting tired while Lavigne’s confidence 
was on the increase and he disaained to land 
a blow except onthe most favorable oppor- 
tunity. 

Thetwenty-ninth and thirty-first rounds 
were marked by some hot exchanges. Inthe 
thirty-fourth round Lavigne caught Burge 
one of the hardest blows ofthe fight. It was 
a strong left upper-cut with a shoulder 
nudge that nearly did the Australian. Burge 
went to the ropes ina heap, but came up on 
time. 

Lavigne started to force the fighting in the 
thirty-seventh, hitting Burge at will and 
landing some hard left-hand drives on 
his opponent’s jaw, which had apparently 
little effect. Theclose of the thirty-ninth 
was marked by hut exchanges, honors being 
about even. 

In the fortieth Lavigne nearly settled 
Burge with a left upper cuton the chin, but 
the ‘‘Iron Man’’ came up comparatively 
fresh for the next round and fought bac« 
with vigor. 

In the forty-first Lavigne tried a pivot 
blow but did notland. The spectators crieil 
foulas the referee had announced he would 
bar that blow. The referee ordered them to 
continue the fight. 

Forty-seven rounds had been fought at 
midnight and no decision reached. 

Atthe endof the fiftieth round the referee 
stated there was no prospect of a finish and 
declared the contest a draw. Owingtothe 
fact that Lavigne had injured his right hana, 
the contest had resolved itself into an exhl- 
bition of hiscleverness at jabbing with his 

leftand gettinzgaway. Burge made several 
desperate efforts during the contest, but was 
handicapped by the Saginaw man’s height 
and reach.
